Applicant amended claims 22-25, cancelled claims 1-21, and added new claim 26 (see pages 2- 

2. The examiner withdraws the rejection regarding claims 1-25 under 35 USC 103, because 
applicant cancelled and amended the claims, and combined all the limitations of claims 19 
(independent claim) and 20-21 with the claim 24, which has been objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim but would be allowable if rewritten in independent, as pointed out in 
the last office action.

3. It is noted that the statement regarding Figs 1-3 and 4a-4b in the amendment (filed on 
05/12/2005, page 4, paragraph 2) indicates that the applicant accepted the examiner's suggestion, 
but on the submitted amended drawings filed, on 05/12/2005, the proposed texts "Prior Art" are 
missing.
